Wfnh several hours of good sleep each 
itighi I did not lear the rise of tem¬ 
perature. which 1 also believed would 
go ab«Jie one hundred. I bis was an¬ 
other time I guessed wrong. For 
several weeks I kept watch on the of¬ 
ficial weather reports. Not one time 
during the summer had the thcrnvv- 
nictvf registered over too degrees. 
For the few days (bat the temperature 
did go to <jd there was a cooling 
lirtcce. The summer shower* worked 
w>>ndcra in keeping the atmosphere 
in proper condition for comfort, 

Every now and then I hear some its 
live complain of the heat. It appears 
that they never read of conditions in 
nor hern state* Rcing a thousand 
miles nearer the rcptaP'r dors not 
mean a higher temperature in thi* 
section. Were these persons who 
fu>w and then say "it's hot** to spend 
the same summer in states to (hr 
north. I am satisfied they would say, 
with others, '‘never more." The 
sumour just coming to a close ha* 
witnessed fOttie new records in high 
temperature, but not * single beat 
prostration has been reported In the

I came to St Cloud about two years 
ago and located on my five-acre tract 
four miles south of town, and as my 
mind began searching for evidence 
of future prosperity in my new bonte 
I observed the deep-rooted pine »th« 
cypress forests, the bay, the maple 
and gum in the bay heads; oak and 
hickory on the hammock soil, while 
the saw palmetto covered a vast scope 
of the flad woods. Different k nls 
of grasses were growing every wilt re 
ud wild flowrrs graced (he virgin 
realm. So, with these and o.hcr 
proof* ..# virtue in the soil, ! paid my 
hotel bill at the Farris House atm 
purchase a grubbing hoc, an axe at*.d 
a spade, then "boofedf it to my new 
home. With a big will and a bright 
hope I began digging up the sod and 
taking my first course in my A B Cs 
of the Florida primer to learn wha; 
was best suited to the several sors 
on my place. I gained some informa¬ 
tion from my neighbor* and from ag¬ 
ricultural papers, and this, with ir.y 
own observations, experiment a and 
experience, enabled me to plan for 
the time to come. 

I found that ionic of my soil would 
not raise even peas, beans or radishes 
in paying quantities* but that same 
soil yielded me some fine sweet pota- 
.oca And easaava. 1 also found acil 
that made a failure of 6kra. lettuce, 
rutabagas and turnip*, but 1 now have 
some nice little plum trees and grape 
vines on that same spot, ami also a 
banana grove. I have soil adapted tu 
raising bcaii.x* radislwr*. cufcunihrrx 
okra, and many other kinds of garden 
truck, while an acre or two ia fine 
fur citrus fruits, and I have the trees 
growing nicely. 

I act out about twenty-four guava 
sprouts one year ago last spring and 
am now eating ripe fruit ofl these 
tree* in plenty.

The death rate from typhoid fever, 
from pulmonary tuberculosis and 
other forms of tuberculosis, and from 
pneumonia is markedly lower than in 
the states named and in most of the 
northern states. It is higher from ma¬ 
laria (excepting in North Carolina), 
from influen/a. from pellagra (excit¬ 
ing in North Carolina) from syphilis 
and Brighta disease. 

These and other aottrees of facts 
that might be deduced fr.un the pub¬ 
lished authentic reports, are proof* 
of the high rank that Florida holds 
among the states of the Union for 
licalthfulness.

those northern state*, and till* ex¬ 
treme southern state, that living here 
and inlaying life would be impossible 
Sunstroke* and prostrations from heat 
arc unknown fvrtr. True, we have 
hot weather for several months, mak¬ 
ing u long summer, but the breeze* 
from the Atlantic and Gulf temper 
the heat. The nights are simply 4?- 
lightful and one need not (car for a 
restless night. Most people require 
additional covering towards morning. 
The thermometer has not registered 
above 95 degrees all summer, and that 
was early In the season. 

People who can afford a vacation 
generally spend a couple of weeks at 
the coast, giving them a change the 
same as people in the cities go to thr 
lakes for a rest and change, t nave 
summered and wintered here for two 
year* and thing the seasons are, as * 
whole, delightful. Everything can be 
grown here except 4 few fruits, Ap¬ 
ple*. currants, gooseberries, black¬ 
berries and raspberries, hut then on 
the other hand there arc so many 
fruits that cannot he grown in the 
North, n*>t mentioning the citrus 
fruits, which arc grown iu abundance 
and in most case* a prowt After a 
grove has reached the bearing period, 
which depends largely on the age of 
the budded tree planted.

acre uf hammock land would produce

Fine melons, watermelon* and d*U-

The most delicious watermelon 1 
ever ta*trd came up by lt»e|f, was nev¬ 
er fertilized or given otic bit of care, 1 
and weighed in the neighborhood of 
35 pounds Many carload* wer*

The naelonu* that matured a little 
later and not desired to br shipped, 
were much finer In flavor.

BIRD MIGRATION 

Some bird* cover immense distan¬ 
ces during their migration. The Gol¬ 
den plover, which breeds in the arc¬ 
tic regions, is known to winter as far 
South as the pampas of ArgeiMitiu, 
fully 5.000 mile* from where it rear* 
its young- It is believed that half 
this distance i* covered in a single 
flig!

The bird* ary known to launch 
"Ut over the Atlantic in the vicinity 
of Nova Scotia, and thq|e is only an 
occasional record of their being seen 
again until they appear in northern 
South America. 

The Arctic tern is a greater traveler 
by far than the Golden plover.

Those 
that go farthest north thus spend the 
summer in a land of continuous day 
When the Arctic tern migrates i* 
guv* to u region in the antarctic, 
equally near the south pole, where •( 
again spends the other hslf of the 
year in perpetual daylight- The oiu- 
tittle some of these birds experience 
full darkness is thought to he the few 
day* it take* them to cross the trn- 
tdc* Certain individuals of this spe¬ 
cies must travel nearly 22,000 miles 
each year in their migration flight*. 


TWILIGHT VILLAGE 

In the village of River Portal, CoV, 
there is only twenty minutes ot sun¬ 
shine each day. This unique condi¬ 
tion is due to the fact that the vil¬ 
lage is located at the bottom of th*? 
Gunnison canyon, where, on account 
of the lofty and precipitous walli and 
the narrowness of the canyons, the 
sunlight can reach to the bottom on¬ 
ly during thr interval from 11720 to 
11:40 in the morning The vtltaqc 
wa* built in connection with the con* , 
• traction and operation of the great 
irrigation tunnel that take* th^ water 
from the Gunnison river westward 
under the mountain range to the L f m 
compahgrc valley. It can be reached 
only by a roadway dug out of «o!id 
rock down the side of the canyon
